Prefabricated 
Homes Prove 
to Be Slow

Washington, Sept. 12—(/P)— Some 


day hundreds of Ihousands of hom- 
es may be mass-produced on the 
assembly line, like autos. Bul lhal 
day is not here yeet. 


Prefabricated houses — that 
is 
houses made in factories and ship- 
ped in pieces to the site—have been 
produced more slowly than expect- 
ed.This nas been a biller disappo- 
intment ot people who hoped that 
these permanent little homes would 
have 
a major part in Ihc fighl 
againsl Ihe present housing short- 
age. 


When Wilson Wyatt was Federal 


housing expediter, he set up Ihcse 
production goals: 250,00 Oprefabri- 
calcd homes in 1946, and 000,000 in 
1947. 


But the olficc of the housing ex- 
pediter says thai only 37,200 pre- 
fabricated homes were m?de 
in 


194(i. And only 18,275 \vc"e made 
in Ihe first seven months of 1947. 


One obvious explanation is that 
the government has cjl down ils 
help lo the industry. 


Wyatt was enthusiastic over "Per 
haps", but not everybody shared 
his enthusiasm. He had elaborate 
plans for stimulating the ' output 
not only of wooden houses but al- 
so houses made of steel, aluminum, 
concrete, and porcelain. 


One of the factors in his resign- 


ation lasl December 
was a fighl 


with the Reconstruction 
Finance 


Corporation. Wyatt isisted lhat the 
RFC make more loans lo people 
who wanted lo enter Ihe prefabri- 
cated industry. 


Another obvious reason for the 
slow progress of the industry was 
the shortage of lumber, nails, al- 
most all materials, especially dur- 
ing 1946 and the early part of 1947. 
. Harry H. Steidle, manager othe 
Prefabricated Home manufactures 
InsliUite, mentions the J91G short- 
age ol materials; the continuing 


shortage of plywood; the present 
high prices of material; and the 
fact thai building codes in some 
cities hinder the ercclion of "Pre- 
fabs." 


He also blames "Buyer resisla- 
ance." 


This amounls to saying that peo- 
ole haven't laken lo prefabricated 
houses as readily as Wyalt expccl- 
ed. 


Steidle said parl of Ihis "buyer 


resistance" was caused by Ihe fed- 
eral Housing Administration be- 
cause it encouraged people to a- 
void buying homes of all sorts at 
present prices. 


He said some of the "Buyer re- 
sistance" is caused by the fact 
lhal Ihe industry is new and hasn't 
yel accuslomed Ihe public lo the 
idea ol prefabricated homes. 


As Senator McCarthy (R-Wis) re- 
cently remarked to t'his reporter, 
some people still think of "prefab- 
ricated" homes as "temporary". 


So far, prcfabricled homes aren't 
selling cheaper than other homes, 
but Steidle says they can be bui't 
more efficiently and therefore will 
be cheaper later, when builders a- 
gain mast complete with one an- 
other to sell homes. 


Steidle Ihinks the pioneer of Ihe 
industry was E.F. Hodgson Com- 
pany, of Boston, which turned out 


i prefabricated mountain cabins ar- 
round 1890. 


But Ihe modern induslry is only 


a few years old. Before Ihc war, 
il consisted of aboul 15 or 20 coin- 
panics. 


After Ihe war, nearly 300 com- 


panies gol governmenl encourage- 
ment to make prefabricated homes. 
Steidle said most of those dropped 
out after lhaey saw Ihe govern- 
menl wouldn't help as much as 
they Ihoughl.
